Terrorist embassy attack fails 


ROME (UPI) — Three Palestinians 
shot their way into the Syrian embassy in 
Rome with submachine guns today and 
seized two hostages to protest Syria’s 
role in the Lebanese fighting. They gave 
up to police after an hour and freed the 
hostages unharmed. 
One embassy official — a counsellor — 
was wounded in the initial attack. Two 
embassy employes were treated for 
shock. 
First reports from the scene indicated 
the attackers may have taken as many 
as five hostages, but embassy officials 
later said only two were taken captive. 
“Our job is finished. We came to talk 
to the ambassador but the ambassador 
was not there,” police quoted one of the 
attackers as saying as he gave himself 
up. 
One of the hostages, labor attache 
Joseph Miro, said the attackers wanted 


Syria to end its support of anti- 
Palestinian forces in Lebanon. 
“They said they wanted us to stop the 
massacre and to begin helping the 
Palestinian-Arab people,” Miro said. 
Miro said the second hostage was a 
Syrian student who was working for the 
embassy. He identified the student as 
Ilies Francis. 
Miro came out of the embassy when 
the first attacker gave up to police. 
When the second attacker gave up and 
Francis came out with him, police mis­ 
took him for one of the gunmen and at 
first handcuffed the youth instead of the 
Palestinian. 
Police said the attackers told them 
they were from the “Black June” group, 
an apparent reference to the beginning of 
the Syrian offensive against Palestinian 
forces in Lebanon. 
The attackers stormed the embassy 


firing their guns shortly after 11 a.m. (6 
a.m. EDT). 
The first of the three Arabs gave 
himself up to police about an hour later 
and the other two came out in 20-minute 
intervals. 
There was no gunfire after the initial 
attack. 
Miro said the wounded em bassy 
employe was Humin Hatem, a counselor 
in the diplomatic legation. He said 
Hatem was apparently wounded in the 
leg in the initial burst of gunfire. 
Officials at Policlinico hospital said 
Hatem was undergoing surgery and that 
two other embassy employes, a messen­ 
ger and a cleaning woman, were treated 
for shock. 
“They wanted to make us afraid 
before making their demands,” Miro 
said. 
He said the three attackers demanded 


to see the ambassadors of Algeria, Oman 
and Libya to discuss Syria’s role in the 
Lebanese fighting. 
Syria has taken the side of the rightist 
Christians in Lebanon, assisting them in 
the civil war against leftist Moslems and 
Palestinians. 
The Syrian role has come under sharp 
criticism from Palestinians and Arab 
leaders who have accused Damascus of 
trying to destroy the Palestinian move­ 
ment. 
Police said Syrian Ambassador Faruk 
Al Smarae was apparently not among the 
hostages. 
When the third attacker came out of 
the embassy, police grabbed him by the 
collar and led him back inside. They said 
the first attacker to come out told them a 
bomb had been left inside and they 
wanted to search the building.

Prime suspect held 
in killing of youth 


Santa Barbara police have arrested a 
prime suspect in the murder of former 
Lom poc stu d en t Je ffre y H olm es 
Brandon, whose body was found a week 
ago on Steams Wharf. 
Brandon, 20, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Darrell Brandon of 212 S. First Place, 
Lompoc, died of a bullet wound that 
proved to have been inflicted by his own 
service firearm. Young Brandon worked 
for Wells Fargo Guard Service, as a 
security officer. 
Since the shooting, police periodically 
issued routine reports of intensive in­ 
vestigation in the search for suspects. 
Late last week, a break came in the 
case Dets Gregory Ley and Michael 
Fitzmorris were sent on an investigative 
trip to the Monterey Penninsula. 
“ We hit it lucky,” one of the detec­ 
tives 
superiors said today. They 
arrested Bud Baker, 34. a transient, late­ 
ly of the Morro Bay area on charges of 


murder Baker, who is known to have 
used several aliases, was taken into 
custody while on the highway helping 
another motorist push a stalled car. 
Baker was arraigned this morning in 
Santa Barbara Municipal Court 
Bail 
was set at $100,000. 
Also jailed as an accessory in the case 
was Phillip Albal, 29, of Morro Bay. 
Detectives said a 17-year-old female 
hitchhiker was also taken into custody in 
connection with the case. 
Police said they were led to Baker by a 
tipster, who was reportedly a witness to 
the fatal shooting. 
Brandon had worked for the guard ser­ 
vice since February, but had been armed 
for only about a week at the time he was 
killed He graduated from Lompoc High 
School in 1974 and was attending Santa 
Barbara City College where he was 
majoring in police science.

demonstrators died of head and stab 
wounds Sunday but police and church 
sources could give no confirmation 
Church sources said several squatter 
participants had been reported missing 
Police said no one has been arrested. 


The rioting erupted Sunday at the end 
of a two-hour rally by about 5,000 
dem onstrators at downtown Plaza 
Miranda, scene of major political rallies 
before President Ferdinand E Marcos 
clamped on the state of emergency in 
1972 It lasted several minutes. 


The demonstrators tried to march to 
the presidential palace but as they 
poured out to Carriedo Street, heart of 
the city’s shopping center, they were 
stopped by a police cordon. Bottles and 
stones flew and police charged in swing­ 
ing wooden sticks. 


The protesters earlier in the afternoon 
attended a symposium at De La Salle 
College where speakers attacked the 
nationwide referendum scheduled on 
Saturday during which Filipinos will be 
asked whether they want martial law to 
continue and whether they approve nine 
amendments to the 1973 constitution 
granting Marcos more powers. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford has approved the sale of new, 
sophisticated weapons to Israel, in­ 
cluding arms never before supplied the 
Jewish state, the White House said to­ 
day. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen told 
reporters the arms shipments will not in­ 
clude the Pershing missile which has 
nuclear capability. 
He said the President made the deci­ 
sion last week on a long-standing Israeli 
request for new weapons. He said the 
weaponry is part of the $1 billion in 
credit sales to Israel which already has 
been authorized in the 1977 fiscal year 
budget. Israel received $1.5 billion in the 
1976 fiscal year. 
“The President approved certain ad­ 
ditional items of military hardware 
which Israel requested,” Nessen said. 
He added they do not affect the overall 
budget. 
“There has been an agreement in prin­ 
ciple.” Nessen said **!*m not prepared 
to list the items I will tell you they do 
not include the Pershing missile.” 
He said Congress has 30 days to disap­ 
prove the sale Congress adjourned Oct. 
2 and will not return until January. 


PG&E to file for 
nuclear facility 


FRESNO (UPI) - Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co. officials said today they 
planned to file a notice of intention on 
Dec. 1 for a two-unit nuclear power plant 
at one of three sites in the San Joaquin 
Valley. 
Officials said formal notification was 
sent to the California Energy Resources 
Conservation and Development commis­ 
sion of their plans to file the notice. 
The notice of intention is the first for­ 
mal appliction toward licensing a power 
plant in the state 
PG&E officials said the preferred site 
is 20 miles east of Modesto in Stanislaus 
County, which company officials have 
been investigating for more than two 
years. 


The utility also is checking two alter­ 
nate areas near Merced and Madera. 


Under state law the filing of a notice of 
intention must include at least three 
potential sites as well as preliminary in­ 
formation about the location, the type of 
fuel to be used and the environmental ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages of each site. 


School trustees

“We're talking about new items not 
sold to the Israelis before, as well as ad­ 
ditional” supplies of weapons already in 
the pipeline, Nessen said. 
Asked why there was a new arm s aid 
agreement at this time, Nessen said, 
“ It’s in our interest to sell these 
things ” 
While the decision was made last 
week, he said it has been “part of an 
ongoing discussion” based on Israeli 
requests. 
A White House statem ent on the Ford- 
Allon meeting said the President “ reaf­ 
firmed his continuing commitment to the 
security and surival of Israel, noting that 
the United States intends to continue its 
generous policy of econom ic and 
military aid to Israel.” 
Nessen noted that in the past two fiscal 
years alone that total has been $4.4 
billion 
The statement also said Ford and 
Allon reviewed “the excellent state of 
bilateral relations and affirmed the 
traditional friendship uniting the two na­ 
tions They agreed that this friendship 
forms a solid basis for addressing both 
bilateral questions and questions in­ 
volved in the search for a peace settle­ 


ment in the Middle E ast.” 
“The President restated his commit­ 
ment in continuing the peace process in 
the Middle E ast,” the statem ent said 
In Tel Aviv, government officials said 
Washington agreed to supply a new 
range of sophisticated weapons. 
Israeli officials refused to identify the 
arms but one political source said they 
included ultramodern weapons systems 
The military hardware was part of a 
longstanding Israeli arm s request. 
“ In the last few days, we have 
receiv ed fur ther p o sitiv e rep lies 
regarding a number of types of arms and 
highly advanced technologies, Prime 
Minister Yitzak Rabin told the Israeli 
Cabinet Sunday. 
Rabin sent a memorandum to the 
White House last week asking for a 
response on Israel’s requests for the 
special system s and the reply was 
positive, one official said. 
But officials said Israel did not renew 
its request for Pershing ground-to- 
ground m issies 
The United States 
turned down an Israeli request for 
Pershings last year. 
Israel reportedly asked for a total $2 3 
billion military and econom ic aid 


package for the next fiscal year. Of that 
amount. $1.5 billion was for military aid. 


The approval of sophisticated weapons 
systems is part of a long-range plan for 
arms supplies to Israel, one Israeli of­ 
ficial said 


In the cabinet session. Rabin said the 
support of Ford and Carter expressed in 
the television debates was indicative of 
the level of American commitment to 
Israel. 


“ The public, the communications 
media, both parties and the adm inistra­ 
tion in the United States all show deep 
understanding for Israel's needs and her 
aim s,” Rabin said. 


In Washington, adm inistration of­ 
ficials said they could not disclose 
details of the stepped up arm s deal. But 
they confirmed it had been agreed upon 
with Israel. 


Negotiations on the arms agreement 
were under way before last week’s 
debate between Ford and Jimmy Carter 
during which the Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominee attacked the degree of the 
administration's support for Israel. 
Ford plans to be more aggressive 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - His cam­ 
paign manager says President Ford will 
be “somewhat more aggressive” in com­ 
ing days, but already has bounced back 
from the “bump” which caused a slow­ 
down last week in his race against Jim ­ 
my Carter. 
Jam es A 
Baker assessed the cam­ 
paign for reporters aboard Air Force 
One as Ford flew home from Texas for a 
day of strategy sessions in the White 
House before a new campaign swing 
beginning Tuesday. 
The only other events on Ford's of­ 
ficial schedule today were a meeting 
with Israeli Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
and a Columbus Day wreath-laying 
ceremony 
Baker said Ford’s past week was “ less 
than outstanding,” mainly because of the 


resignation of Agriculture Secretary 
Earl L Butz and the protests from U S 
ethnic leaders that forced Ford to try to 
explain his claim during Wednesday 
night's debate that the Soviet Union does 
not dominate Eastern Europe 
“ We would acknowledge that we hit a 
bump last week with the Butz m atter and 
the Eastern European clarifications.” 
and "it did slow us down for a week,” 
Baker said. 
But Baker said Carter has had to “ex­ 
plain if not issue an outright apology ” for 
at least six of his statements so far He 
predicted that F o rd ’s remarks on 
Eastern Europe would not have “a 
major effect” on the campaign. 
Some presidential aides said privately 
that Ford's comments on freedom in 


Eastern Europe and other developments 
cost him precious ground when he hoped 
to overtake Carter, and they predicted 
he would "take a good look at the cam ­ 
paign” this afternoon with running mate 
Bob Dole and top advisers. 
The talks, according to aides, were 
arranged to give Ford a chance to review 
the campaign before another heavy week 
— Tuesday and Wednesday in New York 
and New Jersey and Friday and Satur­ 
day in Iowa. Illinois and Missouri. 
Baker appeared to signal increasingly 
harsh attacks on Carter. 


“ I would expect to see the President 
get somewhat more aggressive in his 
campaign appearances,” he said, but he 
ruled out 
“desperation-type tactics” 
which he said Carter has been using

CHICAGO (UPI) - Jimmy Carter, 
bidding for ethnic support, told cheering 
Democratic leaders today he has an “ex­ 
cellent chance” to win the presidential 
election. 
Carter, speaking to the Cook County 
Democratic Central Committee, said 
that Democratic party machinery "will 
stand us in good stead” as the campaign 
moves into its final four weeks “ I’ll do 
the best I can,” he said 
C arter told the approxim ately 50 
members that “ we have an excellent 
chance to win in November,” and added 
that he would be, if elected, a tough 
manager who would bring the country 
out of its recession but also one 
“concerned about basic human rights ” 
Before meeting with the Democratic 
leaders, Carter attended a Columbus 
Day Mass at Our Lady of Pompeii 
Church in a predominantly Italian 
neighborhood 
Although the crowd outside the church 
was mostly friendly, there was a sizable 
number of anti-abortion protesters who 
were kept away from the entrance to the 
church One heckler was taken away by 
police 
C arter’s attendance at the Mass 
rounded out a 24-hour bid for this city’s 
large ethnic vote. 
In appearances Sunday and today, he 
sought the support of Polish-Americans, 
Greek-Americans, ItalUn-Am ericans 
and flacks in his campaign for the elec­ 
toral votes of pivotal Illinois. 
Carter planned to march in the 
Columbus Day parade before taking his 
campaign into Wisconsin later today. 


Carter refused to give Ford any respite 
from the harsh, continuing attack he 
launched after the President said in their 
second debate that the eastern European 
countries were not under Soviet domina­ 


tion 
Sunday night’s Polish American 
Congress Pulaski Day dinner gave him a 
perfect setting. 
Chicago has a large concentration of 
Polish Americans and Ford’s apology 
and explanation has not been accepted 
entirely 
With the American and Polish flags 
prominently displayed, the national 
anthems of both nations played, the in­ 


vocation given in two languages and 
more than a 1.000 persons in the 
ballroom. Carter said ” 1 think it’s time 
we have a president who understands the 
facts about Eastern Europe and the en­ 
tire world ” 
Carter said, if elected, he would take 
several steps to help countries like 
P o l a n d 
and 
t h e i r “ l e g i t i m a t e 
aspirations ” 
McCarthy considers Carter 
'extremely militaristic' 


CHICAGO (UPI) - Independent 
presidential candidate Eugene McCarthy 
considers Democrat Jimmy Carter a 
militarist whose misconception of the 
presidency would lead to abuses of 
power or battles with Congress and the 
courts 
The form er Democratic senator, 
whose strong showings in the 1968 
D em ocratic presidential primaries 
preceded Lyndon Johnson’s decision not 
to seek re-election, said the public should 
not accept C arter’s pledges that he is 
worthy of the people’s trust. 
“ In the debate the other night, Carter 
was trying to prove that he’s more 
militaristic than Ford,” McCarthy said 
in an interview during the weekend. “ He 
sounded like brinkmanship 
“ He’s going to cut off food (in response 
to an Arab oil embargo). He’s going to 
confront everybody. Before that debate, 
supposedly it was the other way. 
"There’s nothing in the record to 
suggest that Carter is anything but ex­ 
tremely m ilitaristic." 
He also criticized an allegedly hardline 
stand on campus demonstrators taken by 


Carter at the time four students were 
killed in a confrontation with the 
National Guard at Kent State University 
in 1970 
McCarthy continued: “ His (C arter’s) 
criticism of Vietnam was we didn’t go all 
out to win. Well what does that m ean7 
We bombed Vietnam more heavily than 
we bombed Germany in World War II.” 
McCarthy, starting a 25-day stretch of 
heavy campaigning marked by the begin­ 
ning of Secret Service protection, also 
blasted Carter ’s view of the presidency 
“I don’t think he understands what you 
mean when you talk about depersonaliz­ 
ing the presidency,” McCarthy said 
“ C arter says he’ll take personal 
responsibility for the CIA. I don’t accept 
that. I don’t think the CIA is a personal 
instrument of the president. He said, ’I 
will be a good president, therefore I will 
run a good CIA.’ 
“ If you have somebody running who 
doesn't even indicate that he knows there 
is a separation of powers, you can an­ 
ticipate either abuse of power or else a 
conflict either with the Congress or with 
the courts over the exercise of power “

R e sid e n ts of the 19th 
C o n g r e ssio n a l 
D is tr ic t 
overwhelmingly favor tighter 
controls on nuclear fuel exports 
to other nations. 
They also oppose, by a 40 per 
cent to 46 per cent plurality, 
breaking up large oil com­ 
panies, and think the most im­ 
portant task facing Congress is 
to reduce the size, power and 
cost of government.

“The questionnaire results 
reported in this edition showed 
89 per cent approval of these 
mailings.” noted Winkler.

The new proposed rule which 
has emerged is not a com­ 
promise, as some accounts 
have pictured it, English 
declared. 
“ I dont’ think we com ­ 
promised at all,” he claimed. 
He said the rule is designed to 
keep up the county’s air quality 
by emission measurements that 
would meet county, state and 
federal regulations. 


Earlier, industry represen­ 
tatives had claimed the new 
source review rule would bring 
about shutdowns of facilities 
wanting to expand, or stymie 
new projects.

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Premier Hua meets visitor 


HONG KONG (U P I) - Hua 
Kuo-feng, proclaimed by Pe­ 
king wall posters as the succes­ 
sor to Mao Tse-tung, met a 
visiting head of state in the 
Chinese capital today in his 
capacity as premier. 


Diplomatic sources in Peking 
and Hong Kong reported that 
posters have appeared in Pek­ 
ing and Shanghai to con­ 
gratulate Hua on his appoint­ 
m ent as the new p a rty 
chairman. 


However, there has been no 
official indication that Hua was 
elected to the party chairman­ 
ship. Official Chinese press and 
radio reports during the past 
three days have referred to him 
as “ head” of the Communist 
party Central Committee. 


Hua was the top ranking of­ 
ficial on hand at Peking airport 
to greet P rim e M in iste r 
Michael Somare of Papua New 
Guinea, the first head of state 
to visit China since the death of 
Mao on Sept. 9, according to the 
New China News Agency. 


With Hua at Peking airport 
was Vice Premier L i Hsien- 
nien, who told U.S. Senate 
majority leader Mike Mansfield 
last weekend that Hua had been 
named head of the party. 


This is a new designation but 
Hua actually has been head of 
the Central Committee since 
the death of Mao by virtue of 
his position as firs t vice 
chairman. He was named to 
that post in April, when Teng 
Hsiao-ping was purged as vice 
chairman of the party and vice 
premier in a Dower struggle 
launched by New Peking. Wall 
posters today said a decision to 
name Hua Kuo-feng as new 
chairman of the Chinese Com­ 
munist Party was “ prepared 
during the lifetime” of Mao. 


The People’s Daily, the party 
new spaper, published an 
editorial 
today welcoming 
Somare and warning against 
Soviet “ infiltration and expan­ 
sion” in the South Pacific. 
A joint editorial Sunday by 
the party newspaper Peking 
Daily, the party theoretical 
magazine “ Red Flag” and the 
armed forces newspaper Liber­ 
ation Army Daily did not give 
any clear indication there has 
been an official change in Hua's 
status.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - A 
new operation may provide the 
key to prevention of strokes, 
the third leading cause of death 
of persons over 50. 
Dr. C. Philip Larson Jr., 
professor and chairman of the 
Department of Anesthesia at 
Stanford University, discussed 
the method Sunday at the an­ 
nual meeting of the American 
Society of Anesthesiologists 
He said the antistroke method 
in v o lv e s 
rem o vin g 
an 
atherosclerotic blockage in the 
carotid (neck) artery leading to 
the brain. 
The operation presents the 
problem, however, of maintain­ 
ing an oxygen flow to the brain 
during the tem porary but 
critical periods when circula­ 
tion must be interrupted, a 
procedure which in itself can 
cause a stroke. 
Larson said if the circulation 
in the second of the two carotid 
arteries is not adequate, it may 
be necessary to insert a bypass 
while the first carotid artery is 
being repaired. 
The professor outlined key 
principles in anesthetic man­ 
agement of a patient in a 
refresher course lecture Caro­ 
tid artery surgery has been a 
tool to prevent strokes

Women attacked in 
N. Ireland violence 


Hayakawa 
fights slight 
Tunney lead 


BELFA ST, Northern Ireland 
(U P I) — Two leaders of the 
women’s peace movement say 
an attack on them by a kicking, 
screaming mob will not hinder 
their efforts to end Northern 
Ireland's sectarian violence. 
Betty Williams and Mairia 
Corrigan, who returned four 
days ago from a speaking tour 
in America, were attacked at a 
m eeting Sunday called to 
protest the death of a 13-year- 
old boy. 
As the two women stood on a 
speakers' platform, a man in 
the audience snatched the 
m icro p h o n e 
fro m 
M rs. 
Corrigan and shouted abuse at 
her 
Then a crowd of women 
rushed forward and beat and 
kicked the two peace leaders 
before other speakers could 
hustle them through a side door 
and into a nearby Catholic 
church 
A priest also was 
struck by the mob in the melee. 
Aides helped the women from 
the church into a taxi and they 


were driven away with the 
crowd shouting insults. 
“ I have never seen such 
hatred before,” said Mrs. 
Williams, still badly shaken, at 
her home later. “ But the whole 
business has simply strength­ 
ened our resolve. 


“ If our campaign against 
violence means anything, it 
means especially that we have 
to eliminate the conditions 
where such hatred exists,” she 
said. 


The outlawed Irish Republi­ 
can Army has accused the 
women of betraying the provin­ 
ce’s Irish Catholic minority.

Homeowners may pay more 
for home pest controls 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - An 
insecticide industry official 
predicted today new govern­ 
ment regulations may force 
American consumers to spend 
an extra $145 million a year to 
control a common household 
pest 
The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency disputed the claim, 
citing industry figures to sup­ 
port its argument there are ef­ 
fective substitute methods 
which would involve little or no 
cost increase. 
Robert M Russell, vice presi­ 
dent of an Atlanta pest control 
company, said the E P A ’s deci­ 
sion to take the pesticide chlor- 
dane off the market for most 
purposes makes it much more 
expensive to treat houses in­ 
fested with the powder post 
beetle. 
Russell said the insect, in 
some ways akin to a termite, in­ 
fests an estim ated 140,000 
American homes each year. 
“ With chlordane we could 
come into a house, apply the 
chemical where it was needed, 
and guarantee that the house 
would be free from beetles for 
at least a year,” he said. “ It 
was an effective and safe 
operation 
“ But without chlordane the 
only thing we can do is 
fumigate the entire house. That 
means the resident has to 
vacate his home while it is 
filled with a chemical gas. It 
also means the owner may have 
to pay approximately $1.000 to 
$2.000 instead of the $250 nor­ 
mally charged for a chlordane 
treatment.” 
An EPA spokesman disputed 
Russell’s cost claims, saying 
the chemical industry has found 
another pesticide to replace 


chlordane at a comparable 
cost The spokesman also said 
the powder post beetle poses 
only esthetic problems and, un­ 
like the termite, causes no 
structural damage 
“ There is an EPA approved 
and effective substitute for con­ 
trol of the powder post beetle — 
pentachlorophenol — which is 
practically identical in cost to 
chlordane.” 
the spokesman 
said “ So we would anticipate 
little or no increase in cost to 
the American homeowner.” 
The spokesman said the EPA 
statement was based on tes­ 
timony from the Pest Control 
Association and from Velsicol 
Chemical Corp., the only U S. 
maker of pure chlordane. He 
said the testimony was given at 
EPA hearings on whether to 
replace a temporary halt of 
most chlordane use with a per­ 
manent ban 
Russell said the cost in­ 
creases he foresees for consum­ 
ers would add between $106 
million and $145 million to the 
annual cost of fighting the 
powder post beetle nationwide 
“ My company has been using 
chlordane safely for over 30 
years,’’ Russell said in remarks 
prepared for a meeting of the 
National Pest Control Associa­ 
tion. “ There’s little satisfaction 
in telling a retired couple in 
their 70s that their home is in­ 
fested and that the only treat­ 
ment that's both available and 
effective is likely to cost over 


$ 1.000 ” 
He also claimed that the EPA 
made its decision “ based on in­ 
complete inform ation 
The 
decision was clearly a mistake, 
but EPA has not yet reversed it 
and public hearings might not 
end for another two years” 


RED D IN G (U P I) - S. I.

17 killed 
in Mexican 
train wreck 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexico (U P I) 
— Seventeen persons were 
killed, including possibly two 
American tourists, when a two- 
car Sunday excursion train 
collided with a stationary 
freight train in the rugged 
Sierra Madre mountains in 
northern Mexico, police said to­ 
day. 


A police spokesman said two 
of the fatalities appeared to 
have been Americans but that 
no positive identification has 
yet been made. He said at least 
15 persons were injured. 


First police reports reaching 
Mexico City had said at least 30 
persons were killed and more 
than 60 injured. 


The collision occured at 1:30 
p.m. Sunday (3:30 p.m. ED T), 
with one of the two self- 
propelled diesel-powered pass­ 
enger cars toppling down a 60- 
foot embankment. 


Small planes flew to the acci­ 
dent site near Creel, 120 miles 
southwest of Chihuahua and 
about 700 miles north of Mexico 
City, and ferried the injured 
here while the bodies of the 
dead were brought back by 
train. 


According to one of the 
rescue pilots, Jose Maria de los 
Reyes, the freight train was 
stopped outside a tunnel and the 
engineer of the passenger unit 
slammed into it when his train 
came out of the tunnel.

Students 
pay more 
at UC 


B E R K E L E Y (U P I) - Stu­ 
dents are paying more for 
rooms, meals, books, clothing, 
transportation and recreation 
this year at the University of 
California at Berkeley. 
“ In fact,” says the school, “ it 
is to the point where an average 
single undergraduate can ex­ 
pect to spend more than $4,000 
just to get through the next nine 
months — up to more than $500 
over last year’s published es­ 
timate. 
“ If the student has graduate 
status, or is married, or hails 
from out of state, the total goes 
up again and could be anywhere 
from $100 to $2,000 higher.” 
The university says student 
costs include $637 for required 
fees, from $1,500 to $2,000 for 
room and board, about $200 for 
books and supplies, and be­ 
tween $550 and $750 for 
“ miscellaneous,” which in­ 
cludes clothes, transportation, 
recreation and added health ex­ 
penses. 
“ Required university fees re­ 
main nearly constant for in­ 
state students this year but are 
already marked for an increase 
a year from now (in an amount 
somewhere between $16 and $48 
a quarter),” the school said. 
“ Out-of-state tuition, paid in 
addition to other required fees, 
has gone up sharply this year by 
$405 and now stands at $1,905.” 
Margaret O. Dewell, supervi­ 
sor of housing services on the 
campus, said, “ Rents have in­ 
creased across the board."

Brown in comment 
on supertanker port 


SAN LU IS O BISPO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
saying that protection of air and 
water, resources is the state’s 
chief concern, called proposals 
to open a supertanker port in 
California something that could 
prove “ quite dangerous" to the 
environment. 
Brown, campaigning here 
Saturday for the state senate 
bid of democrat Phil Harry in 
the 17th district, talked to 
reporters about proposals by 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio to open 
a supertanker port somewhere 
on the California coast. 
Possible locations for the 
huge tankers carrying liquid 
natural gas are Long Beach or 
Avila Beach near this central 
California community. 
“ As far as a port anywhere in 
C alifornia, it is up to the 
regulatory bodies of the state,” 


Brown said. “ I have not 
become involved at the staff 
level at this point. 
“ But as a private citizen, I 
think that supertankers and 
their cargos of LNG (liquid 
nitrogen gas) could become 
quite dangerous and has to be 
evaulated very carefully. It 
raises serious environmental 
hazards and I certainly want 
my administration to look very 
carefully at it before any steps 
are made in any part of the 
state.” 
But Brown said the state "has 
an energy crisis and we’re go­ 
ing to have to deal with it. 
“ But in so doing we don’t 
want to destroy the basis for 
our whole economy which is the 
air and the water, tourism and 
the amenable good life that has 
brought a lot of people out 
here.” 
Poorest Texas county 
may have new industry 


RIO GRAND E CITY. Tex. 
(U P I) — Investigators suspect 
Texas’ “ poorest county” may 
have a new prosperous industry 
— marijuana smuggling. 
Starr County, which has the 
lowest per capita income in the 
state, may be supplying 20,000 
to 40.000 pounds of Mexican 
marijuana a week to organized 
traffickers in the United States, 
according to District Attorney 
Amulfo Guerra. 
Guerra, a key figure in break­ 
ing a political machine that 
ruled nearby Duval County for 
six decades, sought and 
received assistance from Attor­ 
ney General John Hill. Guerra 
said the smuggling operation 
may involve a breakdown in 
local law enforcement. 
A grand jury began an in­ 
vestigation this month in the 
county, which is separated 
from M exico only by the 
shallow, narrow Rio Grande. 
“ I estimate 2.000 out of a pop­ 
ulation of 17,000 to 18,000 (are 
involved in the smuggling of 
marijuana),” Guerra told U PI 
“ That’s what the concern is 
about Actually that number of 
people involved in a larger area 
would not make that much dif­ 


ference — they’re dangerous 
but they can’t penetrate the 
overall functions of government 
and the economy and every­ 
thing else — but in a small 
county it does. 
“ They are involved, and in 
my opinion. 20,000 to 40,000 
pounds of marijuana will flow 
through Starr County in a week 
— a conservative estimate. 
There are a lot of hard drugs, 
but they’re hard to gauge 
because you don’t know about 
it. But marijuana you do know 
about because a lot of people 
help load, unload and cross the 
river with it."

A proposal to establish Zone 
II Bikeways within the Solvang 
M u n icip al 
Im p ro vem ent 
District is “ vehemently op­ 
posed 
by the district because 
SMID feels the bikeways would 
eliminate on-street parking 
“ which neither the residential 
or commercial community can 
afford to lose ” 
This sentiment is expressed 
in a draft to be sent to the 
County board of supervisors 
and the county planning com­ 
mission The draft was read by 
Secretary Leo Mathiasen at a 
meeting of SMID directors 
Thursday night 
The Class II paths would 
result in five-foot-wide paved 
areas designated for bicycles 
only running on each side of the 
street. 
The board is specifically op­ 
posed to Class II Bikeways on 
Chalk Hill Road from the dis­ 
trict boundary to Elsinore 
Drive; Atterdag Road from 
Eucalyptus Drive to Laurel 
Avenue. Laurel Avenue from 
Atterdag Road to Pine Street; 
Pine Street from Laurel 
Avenue to Mission Drive. Alisal 
Road from Mission Drive to a 
point 850 feet southerly of 
Elverhoy Way; Old Mission 
Drive in its entirety, and Mis­ 
sion Drive (State Highway 246) 
located within the district boun­ 
daries 
Some exceptions to the dis­ 
trict’s position include portions 
of Chalk Hill Road. Alamo Pin­ 
tado Road and Alisal Road 
Some of the reasons the dis­ 
trict is against the Zone II 
Bikeways include: would result 
in elimination of on-street park­ 
ing in the commercial sector of 
the town “ that is vitally 
needed The areas under con­ 
sideration to eliminate parking 
in favor of bikeways are 
already critically short of park­ 
ing due to the tourist oriented 
commercial sector and sub­ 
sequent high volume parking 
need.” 
Also, most residential area 
development has not been or 
will be unable to provide suf­ 
ficient offstreet parking to ac­ 
commodate guest parking or 
“ perhaps fill their own needs 
due to multivehicle ownership

Also, some of the streets,

proposed will accommodate 
more nonresident bicyclists 
than residents and tend to 
penalize local residents and 
business people to allow for this 
type of bicycle rider; bicyclists 
who must ride in Solvang will 
be in slow moving traffic and be 
relatively safe, there are many 
wide open areas this type of 


bike rider can utilize rather

Also, motor vehicles, 
bicy­ 
cles. pedestrians, horses and 
carriages are all using Solvang 
streets and sharing the 
available street section with a 
minimum of problem and bicy­ 
cles should be able to blend in 
the current street uses without 
sp ecial designations on 
“ already overburdened and in­ 
adequate streets 
The board said it supported 
Class III Bikeways which would 
consist of only bike routes 
designated by signs and con­ 
taining no painted pavement. 
Lieutenant Richard Dzamba. 
commander of the Buellton of­ 
fice of the California Highway 
Patrol met with the board to 
discuss a district proposal for 
the establishment of angle 
parking spaces for tour buses 
on Alisal Road south of the post 
office Dzamba cited his objec­ 
tions to the plan because of the 
hazards of buses backing onto 
Alisal Road from the spaces. 
Dzamba said, however, he 
would look into a suggestion 
that called for buses to back 
into the parking slots from the 
roadway 
The board review ed a 
modified angle parking plan 
prepared by County Traffic 
Engineer showing parking 
spaces for seven buses at an es­ 
timated cost of $27.600, plus 
the cost of acquiring some ad­ 
ditional road right-of-way. The 
plan was deemed by the board 
as infeasible as the area 
currently can accommodate the 
same number of buses via 
parallel parking 
D ire cto r 
P e te r W eber 
presented another plan calling 
for double parallel parking of 
the buses along Alisal 
The board learned from the 
State Department of Transpor­ 
tation that the traffic flow on 
Mission Drive at Fifth is insuf­ 
ficient to warrant the installa­ 
tion of a traffic signal at the in­ 
tersection Cal Trans said it has 


taken a traffic count on Sept. 27 
which the board felt would not 
reflect the high summer traffic 
volume Directors voted to ask 
Cal Trans to conduct another 
count during the height of the 
tourist season next summer 


Possible creation of a tourist 
information office in the 
Solvang Festival Theater by the 
Solvang 
Business 
Assn., 
prompted a reminder from the 
board that the district had 
granted 
water and sewer 
capacity for use of the premises 
as a community project. 
Change of use or additional use 
will require the district to 
review its consideration of loan 
capacity, the board indicated. 


It was also reported that 
some opposition had developed 
in the community on a proposal 
by Ferdinand Sorensen to place 
a large rock replica of a Danish 
barrow , a gravesite marker of 
Vikings found in Denmark, in 
the Solvang Park 
Les Wilkes, board president, 
said he had received a strong 
protest to the proposal as the 


dual use of the barrow — it is 
inscribed as marker indicating 
Solvang is 11,276 kilometers 
from Copenhangen was “ in­ 
compatible and an unaccep­ 
table use of a Danish type 
shrine.” 


Director Weber said he had 
also received some protest not 
only because of the marker’s 
dual use. but because the park 
was already crowded with other 
items 
It was suggested that 
perhaps the marker could be 
located in the Hans Christian 
Andersen Park. In the interim, 
the board agreed to withhold 
further action on the proposal 
until the next meeting “ to await 
whatever public input might be 
generated.”

Balloonist 
fails by 
580 miles 


LISBON. Portugal (UPI) - 
American Ed Yost failed by 580 
m iles to become the first man 
to solo acro ss the A tlantic 
Ocean in a balloon. 
Y ost d itch ed h is balloon 
“ Silver Fox” 200 m iles east of 
the Azores Islands Sunday and 
was picked up unharm ed three 
hours later by a West G erm an 
freighter. 
The 57-year-old balloon pilot 
was forced to abandon the trip 
after his helium supply dwin­ 
d led and he b eg a n lo sin g 
altitude Saturday. 
Although he failed in his a t­ 
tem pt to cross the Atlantic, 
Yost stayed up long enough to 
set an endurance record of 106 
hours. 
The two-ton craft — which 
was specially designed to dou­ 
ble as a sailboat in case of an 
em ergency — lifted off last 
Tuesday from Milbridge, Me. 
An A m e ric a n A ir F o rc e 
HC130. sent from the RAF 
Woodridge Air Base in Britain 
to keep an eye on the balloon, 
watched it plop into the ocean 
at 5.47 a m EDT Sunday and 
directed the passing freighter 
“ E lisa b e th B olton” to the 
splashdown site 
The captain of the freighter 
radioed that Yost was un­ 
harm ed and in good spirits, ac­ 
c o rd in g to an A ir F o rc e 
spokesman in Ramstein. West 
Germany 
“ Yost was in good spirits 
because he had broken a lot of 
records," the spokesman quot­ 
ed the captain as saying. But he 
said the American was “ a bit 
sorry, though, because he did 
not land on solid ground."

Two inmates dead; dozens hurt 
in Nevada prison racial riot 


CARSON CITY, Nev. (UPI) 
— Two black inm ates were 
stabbed to death and a dozen 
other convicts injured Sunday 
in the bloodiest racial violence 
in recent history at the Nevada 
State M aximum Security P ri­ 
son. 


G uards lobbed tear gas into 
the dining room to break up 
fighting involving an estim ated 
125 inm ates Howard Pyle, of­ 
ficer of the day, said the out­ 
b reak lasted iess than 10 
m inutes and was an apparent 
retaliation by white convicts 
against blacks. He said the con- 
v ic ts fo u g h t w ith tr a y s , 
homemade knives, and fists 


Two weeks ago black inm ates 
attacked a number of white and 


Indian convicts, injuring sever­ 
al persons. Since th a t tim e 
m ost of the inm ates have been 
kept locked in their cells. 
But after an easing of ten­ 
sions, the institution was being 
returned to normal. 
“ The w hites and In d ian s 
seemed to get the w orst of it 
two weeks ago,” said Pyle. 
“ The blacks got the worst of it 
this tim e.” 
Of the 12 treated for injuries, 
only one was white. T hree 
blacks were hospitalized. 
Pyle said several hom em ade 
knives were found on the floor 
of the dining room. At the tim e 
of the racial outburst there 
were about 100 whites and 25 
blacks in the dining hall.

President Richard Nixon told 
an aide the typew riter was a 
fake. 
Nixon earned national 
recognition as a congressm an 
for his part in the Hiss case. 
R a m o s F e e h a n , 70, now 
retired and living in Maine, 
worked in the FBI laboratory in 
Washington, D C ., at the tim e 
of the Hiss trial. He helped ex­ 
am ine the Hiss typew riter and 
typed m aterial to establish it 
was not forged. 
“ I t’s m y opinion that forgery 
by typew riter is im possible," 
Feehan said Sunday. “ Not only 


could the typew riter not have 
been forged, but it was not as 
far as I know.” 
According to D ean’s book, 
Nixon was talking with aide 
Charles Colson about forgeries, 
and said “ The typew riters are 
always the key. We built one in 
the Hiss case.” The book did 
not elaborate. 


Hiss has insisted ever since 
the 1950 trial he never typed the 
m aterial used to convict him. 
His supporters have charged 
th e m a te r ia l w as fa k e d , 
p erh ap s w ith a ty p e w rite r 
m anufactured to m atch the 
typeface of the Hiss m achine.

Storm rakes Northeast 
with driving wind, rain 


Dymally criticizes Brown over luring business 


United Press International 
Cool weather spread over the 
East today following a powerful 
storm that raked the Northeast 
with deadly winds and driving 
rains during the weekend. 
Rivers climbed their banks in 
rain-weary South Carolina. 
The storm , which struck 
without warning Saturday, left 
one person dead, knocked out 
power to thousands of homes in 
the New York metropolitan 
area and triggered scattered 
flooding before wandering off to 
sea Sunday. 
“This storm did more dam­ 
age than Hurricane Belle,” a 
spokesman fqr Consolidated 
Edison said. 
The spokesman said Sunday 
a b o u t 27,000 h o m es in 
W estchester County were 
without power and he said it 
would be one or two days before 
power was restored. A Long 
Island Lighting Co. spokesman 


said about 12,000 of its 
customers were without power. 
In Suffolk County, a van 
carrying six New Jersey men 
on the Long Island Expressway 
in Medford, was blown off the 
road and dropped down an em­ 
bankment. One man was killed. 
Recent heavy rains — total­ 
ing up to eight inches — have 
pushed rivers up their banks 
and brought the threat of 
flooding to portions of the Mid­ 
dle Atlantic Coast. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice warned flooding may 
become major on the lower 
Wateree and the Peedee rivers 
in South Carolina. Serious 
flooding also was expected 
along portions of the Potomac 
R iver in V irg in ia, W est 
Virginia and Maryland. 
Minor to moderate flooding, 
mostly in the lowlands, was 
reported on many other rivers 
through the mid-Atlantic Coast 
Liz Taylor to wed former

states. 
Unseasonably cool weather 
also sprawled over the Eastern 
third of the nation early today. 
Temperatures dipped to the 30s 
over much of the Northern 
Atlantiic states and in the Ap­ 
palachians, and temperatures 
reached the 40s as far south as 
northern Florida. 
By 2 a.m. EDT, the mercury 
had dipped to 39 degrees at 
Asheville, N.C., and 48 at 
Tallahassee, Fla. 
Frost and freezing tempera­ 
tures were expected over much 
of the Northeast. 
But mild temperatures pre­ 
vailed in the Midwest, with 
temperatures in the 50s over 
much of the Plains. 
Only a few showers were 
reported. Rain dam pened 
southern Florida and other 
scattered storms were reported 
in portions of Montana, Idaho, 
Oregon and Washington state. 
Early morning temperatures 
ranged from 28 at Bradford, 
Pa., to 79 at Key West, Fla. 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Lt. 
Gov. Mervyn Dymally says 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
deserves only “ fair, status 
quo” ratings for trying to 
promote business in California. 
And, the lieutenant governor 
insists its about time Brown 
either throws some support 
behind the only state agency 
designed to lure business into 
the state, or kills it off. 
The agency is the state Com­ 
mission for Economic Develop­ 
m en t. And D y m ally , as 
chairman, complains, “I feel 
like we’re a poverty program. 
We’ve been given just enough 
money to fail.” 
In an interview, the lieuten­ 


ant governor described himself 
as frustrated after waiting for 
two years for clear signals 
from Brown about economic in­ 
itiatives, and frustrated in the 
meantime at having to fight 
just to keep his commission 
alive. 
And, he says Brown deserves 
only “ fa ir, sta tu s quo” 
ratings in efforts to promote 
business in California. 
“I’d rather the governor tells 
me to hang it up than have it 
stay like this,” Dymally said. 
The lieutenant governor was 
asked about the state’s econom­ 
ic climate in light of two recent 
events: Reports that Brown 
was m aking overtures to 


business leaders to quash any 
antibusiness image in his ad­ 
ministration, as well as a state­ 
ment by the governor that the 
business atmosphere in Califor­ 
nia was “ pretty good” and 
those who are complaining 
about it “want to wreck the en­ 
vironment.” 
“He’s done fair, status quo,” 
Dymally said. “The business 
climate isn’t as bad as busines­ 
smen say it is.” 
The problem Dymally sees is 
that “the perception of it is 
poor.” 
Which is where Dymally 
figures his commission should 
fit in. 
But with a full-time staff of 


only three and an annual budget 
of $169,303, the commission is 
destined to fail, Dymally fears. 
This is not because of lack of 
some small gains, he insisted. 
For the commission claims it is 
directly responsible for several 
business deals that have landed 
in the state. It was also credited 
with playing an important role 
in a $24 million McDonnell- 
Douglas contract signed with 
British West Indies Airways in 
Dymally’s native Trinidad. 
The reason for any impending 
failure is that Brown has never 
really gotten behind the com­ 
mission and the California ef­ 
fort is so small compared to the 
task, Dymally complained. 


California is only one of two 
states that does not have an 
agency to promote tourism and 
ranks among the lowest in ex- 
p en d itu re s for econom ic 
development, he said. 
“Look at our budget and then 
look at the Arts Council which 
gets $1.4 million. I’m not 
against art, but where are our 
priorities?”

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Sagging Phillies head for Cincy 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - While the Big Red 
Machine appears to be churning its way into 
another World Series, the Philadelphia Phillies 
are looking very much like a team about to go 
down for the third time. 


For the second straight day, the Reds beat the 
Phillies in Philadelphia Sunday, 6-2, and now 
whatever is left of the best-of-five National 
League playoff series moves to Cincinnati. 
“We’re No. I,” Cincinnati's Pete Rose said 
after Sunday’s win, “and we’ll stay No. 1 until 
somebody takes it away from us.’’ 


All the Phillies have to do to win their first pen­ 
nant since 1950 is beat the reigning world cham­ 
pions three times in a row in front of 60,000 fans, 
who will be screaming their guts out for the Reds. 
“We’re in a bad way,’’ Philadelphia Manager 
Danny Ozark said calmly, “but we’ve been in 
tough spots before.’’ 
“I think if you look at the record,” said Reds’ 


Manager Sparky Anderson, “you’ll see the 
Phillies have won three straight a lot of times this 
SG3SOn M 
The truth is, however, that the Phillies’ last real 
shot at the pennant probably slipped through Dick 
Allen's hands during the Reds’ four-run sixth in- 
ning. 
The Phillies were leading 2-0 going into the six­ 
th, ignoring the cold, blustery winds and playing 
with the kind of midsummer intensity that helped 
them build a comfortable lead in the National 
League East. 
Bob Boone had stroked a run-scoring single to 
the second Greg Luzinski had powered a towering 
homer into the left field upper deck in the fifth. 
The Phillies’ defense was making super field 
plays behind losing pitcher Jim Lonborg, who 
looked like the Cy Young Award winner he was in 
1967. 
Lonborg had retired 17 batters in order and was 
working on a no-hitter at the start of the sixth but 


at that point, according to Ozark, “he began 
worrying more about his rhythm than he was 
about getting batters out.” 
He walked Dave Concepcion, who scored one 
out later on Pete Rose’s single. Ken Griffey 
stroked a single to center, sending Rose to third 
and Griffey took second on the throw. Lonborg 
was removed and reliever Gene Garber walked 
Joe Morgan intentionally to set up a possible dou­ 
ble play. 


Tony Perez then ripped a line shot that made a 
brief stop at Allen’s glove and skidded into right 
field for a controversial two-run error that gave 
the Reds a 3-2 lead. 


“I was surprised when I got back to the dugout 
to find out it was an error,” Perez said. “He 
(Allen) told me he never saw the ball. He was 
moving back to first for a pickoff play and was out 
of position. He was just protecting himself.” 
“Why is everybody asking me about that play?” 


Allen asked. “It wasn’t the turning point. Hits and 
runs were.” 
“The ball was catchable,” Ozark said. “He got 
his glove on it.” 
Ozark says he can live with the physical errors, 
“but mental errors in the major leagues are un­ 
forgivable, and they’ll kill you.” 


The list of Philadelphia mental errors Saturday 
and Sunday included missed cut-off men, throws 
to wrong bases, and over-anxious swings. 


“I don’t know what the bleep it is,” Ozark said. 
“I don’t think the mistakes are the result of pres­ 
sure.” 


The Philjies, who traveled to Cincinnati today, 
will send Jim Kaat against Gary Nolan Tuesday 
night. If the Reds win one more game, they will 
have a chance to become the first National 
League team to win back-to-back world 
championships since the 1921-’22 New York Giants.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - The un­ 
defeated Los Angeles Rams, gunning for 
their fourth NFC West title in a row, will 
attempt to shake off their early game 
lethargy problems tonight on national 
television when they host Jim Plunkett 
and the San Francisco 49ers at the Coli­ 
seum. 
The Rams go into the game with a 3-0-1 
record, including a 31-28 win at Miami a 
week ago, while the 49ers are 3-1. Los 
Angeles is a 12-point favorite. 
The Rams have been behind by sub­ 
stantial margins in three of their games 
this season. They trailed 10-0 at the end 
of three quarters at Minnesota, were 
behind 10-0 after one quarter against the 
New York Giants and were losing 14-0 at 
halftime against the Dolphins.

Braves far from perfect 
in narrow win over DP

The difference between being a fan and 
being a coach is that a fan can really 
enjoy a football game like last Friday’s 
13-7 down-to-the-wire Lompoc win over 
Dos Pueblos. 


But Lompoc coach Mike Warren didn’t 
find much that pleased him, except for 
the final score. 


The fans can talk about Calvin Boler’s 
running, or the way Dos Pueblos seemed 
to have the game in the bag with less 
than a minute left but were stopped, or 
the fact that, for the second time in three 
seasons the Lompoc Braves have swept 
three preleague games against class 4-A 
Santa Barbara area schools. And Dos 
Pueblos went into the game undefeated 
and Uth ranked in the 4-A. 


But Warren has to think about the 
many things that went wrong, the things 
that made the game exciting, but, for 
him, somewhat discouraging. He has to 
think about correcting these things 
before next week, when Lompoc opens 
the Northern League season against 
Santa Maria, in what right now looks like 
the league championship game. 


Here are three big things that bothered 
Warren: 


1. “ We are a team that prides 
ourselves on our second half play, and I 
thought Dos Pueblos was decisively bet­ 
ter than us in the second half.” 
The Chargers outgained the Braves 
160 yards to 70 in that half. They scored a 
TD, passed well, held Lompoc scoreless, 
and, but for three big Lompoc defensive 
plays, would probably have won. 


2. “We pride ourselves on sound defen­ 
sive fundamentals, and our down three 
(linemen) played their worst game as a 
group.” 


The down three, including noseguard 
Richard Aguilar, failed to put much 
pressure on Dos Pueblos quarterback 
Bob Thompson, who came within inches 
of passing his team to its fourth straight 
win. 


3. “We pride ourselves on our kicking 
game, and we missed a field goal, a PAT 
kick, had an atrocious punt, and let them 
run a punt back for a touchdown 
(nullified by a clipping penalty).” 


Ronnie Garcia’s missed PAT kick and 
missed 25-yard field goal, both wide, 
helped make the game exciting. But the 
big, big break for Dos Pueblos was 
Aguilar’s minus-five-yard punt with 1:34 
left in the game, giving Dos Pueblos the 


ball on the Lompoc 43. 


Just minutes before, a pass intercep­ 
tion by Lompoc sophomore safety Casey 
Candaele and then a fumble recovery by 
Aguilar had cut off two Dos Pueblos 
drives. 


But now the Chargers marched to the 
Lompoc seven, where they had second- 
and-goal. Aguilar made up for his punt 
by sacking Thompson for a seven- 
yard loss, then Thompson completed a 
10-yard pass, making it fourth-and-goal 
at the four-yard line. 


Thompson tried to hit flanker Don 
Foster in the comer of the end zone, but 
Tito Rodriguez had him covered. 
Covered too closely, according to Dos

“It looked like pass interference,” said

Cabrillo football coach Ed Knowles 
thinks it has helped his team more than 
anything else this season, local football 
fans still don’t know the whole story 
behind it, and opposing Northern League 
teams think it’s the best thing since the 
forward pass. But no matter what side of 
the fence you’re on, everyone would 
have to agree that losing eight starters 
took its toll in Friday night’s 21-12 loss to 
Bishop Diego at San Marcos High School. 
Well, almost everybody: 
“We would have lost anyway,” stated 
Knowles, matter of factly. “It was the 
turnovers by our offense that lost the 
game.” 
The Conqs gave up the ball four times 
on fumbles (three by quarterback Mark 
Westover) and twice on interceptions.

more. That’s the time it took for Greg 
Holt to catch the opening kickoff and run 


it back 89 yards into the end zone, the 
third kickoff runback by Cabrillo this 
season. 
The Conqs threatened again in the first 
period, but they had a 45-yard bomb from 
Westover to Jim Dahlmann called back 
because of an illegal receiver downfield 
Then in the second quarter, it took 
Bishop 16 plays but they were finally 
able to move the ball from midfield to 
the end zone as their 6-2, 200-pound 
fullback Paul Herman, bulled his way in 
from a yard out. 
The fired-up Conq offense came right 
back on the first play from scrimmage, 
as Holt found an opening in the middle of 
the Cardinal line and broke lose for a 55- 
yard touchdown run. That was about the 
last anyone saw of the Conq offense the 
rest of the night. 
In the third quarter, a bad snap by 
center Mark Bingle sent punter 
Westover scrambling in his own end 
zone for the ball where he was 
smothered by Cardinals for a safety, a 
39-yard loss.

KANSAS CITY (UPI) - Some most 
unexpected sources — forgotten pitcher 
Paul Splittorff plus a bushel of New York 
fielding miscues — enabled the oppor­ 
tunistic Kansas City Royals to even their 
American League championship series 
with the Yankees. 
Thanks to the Yankees’ generosity, the 
Royals squared the series at one game 
apiece Sunday night with a 7-3 victory, 
which was accomplished with the aid of 
five New York errors, a misjudged fly 
ball, and the stopgap pitching of the 
southpaw Splittorff, who hurled 5 2-3 in­ 
nings of shutout relief. 
But Splittorff, who spent nearly six 
weeks on the disabled list this year, 
would not have even pitched in this 
series had it not been for the Yankees’ 
willingness to allow him 10 days of 
workouts at a Florida instructional camp 
in order to get his arm back in shape. 
“I would have never been able to pitch 
here if I hadn’t gone to Florida for that 
short time,” said Splittorff, who on July 
27 ruptured a tendon in the index finger 
of his pitching hand and appeared in only 
three games afterward. 
The Royals, of course, had to get Split­ 
torff some runs in order to provide him 
with his first victory since July 22. 
Trailing, 3-2. the Royals got their first 
real break when George Brett led off the 
sixth inning and hit a line drive to center 
field, which sailed over the head of the 
Yankees' Mickey Rivers and fell for a 
triple The Royals capitalized by pushing 
across the go-ahead runs off loser Ed 
Figueroa on a single by John Mayberry 
— his first RBI since Sept 22 — and a 
double by Tom Poquette — his second 
RBI of the game.

Ricky Bell could have been ex­ 
pected to rush for more yar­ 
dage than usual. After all, the 
Southern California running 
back carried the football 51 
times Saturday night in the 
Trojans 23-14 victory over 
Washington State. 
But Bell averaged more than 
six yards per carry and that ad­ 
ded up to 347 yards, a Pacific-8 
Conference record and just 
three short of the NCAA record 
350 gained by Michigan State’s 
Eric Allen in 1971.

Columbus! 
Who's 
he? 
MILTON, Wash. (UPI) - 
Forget about Columbus. Forget 
about Leif Ericson. For that 
matter, forget about the Bering 
Strait. America was never dis­ 
covered at ail. 
At least that’s what Ramona 
Bennett, chairwoman of the 
Puyallup Tribal Council says. 
“When I was 6 years old I 
came home from school and 
told my mother a poem I’d 
learned — In the year of 1492, 
Columbus sailed the ocean 
blue.’ And I told her Columbus 
had discovered America. 
“She looked at me in an ex­ 
asperated way and said, ‘Oh, 
buffalo chips. You can’t discov­ 
er a place that has hundreds of 
existing civilizations."’ 
But Ms. Bennett also rejects 
the notion that Indians discov­ 
ered America. 
Alex D. Krieger, an an­ 
thropology professor at the 
University of Washington and 
nationally recognized as one of 
the leading authorities on the 
matter, says Indians crossed 
from Asia to Alaska up to 40,000 
years ago over a 1,000-mile wide 
land bridge across the Bering 
Strait. 
Ms. Bennett dismisses that 
theory on religious grounds. 
“If you can believe in the 
Creator and believe that the 
Creator could make human be­ 
ings in one place, then why isn’t 
it possible to believe that 
miracle couldn’t be repeated on 
every continent? I believe the 
Creator is clever enough to do 
that.” 
She said medicine people 
among the Indians carry the 
view even further. 
“Our teachings are that the 
Turtle Continent was created 
and the Indian people were 
created to take care of this con­ 
tinent. Our teachings are that 
each people were given a conti­ 
nent to take care of. 


“Their view is that you can­ 
not cross the salt water and 
that non-Indian people have 
violated natural law by doing 
so, which is why they’re so 
crazy and that’s why their 
government is so crazy.” 


Then she told an anecdote to 
make her point about craziness 
among the whites 


"One Indian 1 know wanted to 
get big boats with lots of In­ 
dians and land in Italy on 
Columbus Day. And then the In­ 
dians would just go in and tear 
it apart and make it unfit for 
anyone to live on in the future, 
just to see how Italians liked be­ 
ing discovered. 


“I said, don’t waste your 
time 
They’d never see the 
humor of it.”

A screen w riter doing 
research for a television 
movie uncovers evidence in 
a years* old p o litic a l 
assassination. He brings his 
findings to light and as a 
result a Congressional com­ 
m ittee reopens the in­ 
vestigation. Sounds a bit 
like a script for a made-for- 
TV movie itself. But such a 
scenario actually unfolded 
as a result of Abby Mann's 
research for an upcoming 
NBC film, "King,” about the 
late Dr. M artin Luther 
King 
About a month ago, Mann 
took his findings to a former 
King aide, Rep. Walter E. 
Fauntroy (D.-District of Col­ 
umbia,) who will chair the 
House of R epresentatives 
committee look. 
“I’m very grateful to Abby 
Mann for bringing this new 
information to my atten­ 
tion," Fauntry said. “With­ 
out it we could not have 
secu red p assage of the 
resolution to establish the 
select com m ittee, which 
will investigate Dr. King's 
assassination.” 
Fauntroy confirmed that 
Mann will be among the 
first w itnesses called to 
testify when the hearings 
begin later this year. 
"I’d rather not try the 
case in the newspaper," 
Mann said, “hut the new in­ 
formation we’ve presented 
was sufficient to break the 
long-standing House im ­ 
passe against reopening the 
cases.” (The other being the 
assassination of President 
Kennedy). 
Mann said some of the 
new evidence deals with the 
strippings of security at the 
motel where King was shot; 
important information from 
a former FBI agent; and 


key witnesses, including a 
black detective who was 
removed from his job as one 
of those in charge of King’s 
secu rity and placed in 
custody two hours before 
the assassination. 
Ma n n , wh o w o n an 
Academy Award for writ­ 
ing “Judgement at Nurem­ 
berg” and an Oscar nomina­ 
tion for “Ship of Fools, 
decided to go to Memphis 
d u r i n g 
hi s r e s e a r c h 
"because we were finding a 
lot of contradictions and 
disturbing things.” Then, in 
Memphis he found, "the 
more facts I uncovered the 
more disturbed 1 became 
and the more convinced 1 
was that there should he a 
new investigation." 
Although much of his at­ 
tention has been given to 
facts about King’s death, 
Mann says the three-hour 
script, which he has just 
finished, will he about the 
civil rights leader’s life, not 
his assassination 
When Mann had com ­ 
pleted a script treatment 
some weeks ago, he said his 
agent was worried about 
revelations of harassment 
of King by the FBI and 
others. 
“He thought they were too 
startling and suggested 1 
tone them down That same 
day the report by Sen. 
Frank Church cam e out 
substantiating the harass­ 
ment"

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Ford bottles-up bill 


WASHINGTON - During the rush to 
adjourn Congress, White House aides 
maneuvered behind the scenes to save 
the automobile industry the cost of com­ 
plying with a tough clean-air law. 
The backstage effort to gut the legisla­ 
tion is described in an extraordinary 
White House memo, which was intended 
strictly for the eyes of 
President Ford’s lob­ 
byists. 
T he 
C le a n 
A ir 
Amendments, as the 
legislation was called, 
would have compelled 
auto manufacturers to 
modify their exhaust 
s y s te m s to k e e p 
dangerous poisons out 
of the atmosphere. 
This has been bitter­ 
ly opposed by the auto 
industry which has 
always had close ties 
to President Ford. The 
auto tycoons informed 
him of their opposition 
and he quietly agreed 
with them. 
But this presented the President with a 
problem If the Clean Air Amendments 
cleared Congress, he would face the un­ 
pleasant choice of vetoing the bill and in­ 
furiating the environmentalists or else 
signing it and angering his friends in the 
auto industry. 
Politically, his best course was to bot­ 
tle up the bill in Congress. This could be 
achieved possibly by persuading Senate 
and House conferees to stay away from 
the meeting that was supposed to patch 
together the bill’s final language. They 
were expected to straighten out the dif­ 
ferences between the Senate and House 
versions of the bill. 
Without a full quorum, the bill couldn’t 
be cleared for final passage But Rep. 
Jam es Broyhill, R.-N.C., who was work­ 
ing secretly with the White House to 
block the bill, didn’t think it would be 
possible to keep enough conferees away 
from the meeting. 
Reports the memo: “ Broyhill advised 
that preventing a quorum would be ex­ 
trem ely d ifficu lt.’’ T herefore, the 
President’s deputy assistant, William 
Gorog, recommended that the White 
House lobbyists put pressure on 13 key 
members. 
Gorog listed them — seven senators 
and six representatives — in a hush-hush 
memo to chief White House lobbyist Max 
Friedersdorf “I think it is important,” 
Gorog wrote, “to call the following in­ 
dividuals before the ... conference." 
On his list were Senators Howard 
Baker, R -Tenn , Jam es Buckley, Con.« 
N Y , Pete Domenici, R.-N.M., Jam es 
McClure, R -Idaho, Robert Morgan, D - 
N C , Jennings Randolph, D.-W Va„ and 
Robert Stafford, R -V t.; also Congres­ 
smen Tim Carter, R.-Ky., Sam Devine, 
R -Ohio, H John Heinz, R -Pa , Edward 
Madigan, R -III., Richardson Preyer, D.- 
N.C. and Jam es Symington, D.-Mo. 
Gorog proposed that each of them be 
given this canned pitch: “ As you know 
the President sought 18 months ago to 
have the questions of significant 
deterioration and auto emissions stan­ 


dards dealt with by the Congress. 
However, it does not appear to us that an 
acceptable bill can come out of this con­ 
ference. I hope you would act to keep an 
unacceptable bill off the President’s 
desk.” 
Gorog told us the idea of boycotting the 
Senate-House conference came from 
another Ford Administration official. 
Gorog also denied that the White House 
intended to kill the bill The purpose, he 
said, was to make it more acceptable 
The conferees obligingly reported out a 
weakened bill. At this point. Sen. Jake 
Gam, R.-Utah. announced after conferr­ 
ing with the White House, that he would 
filibuster the bill to death 
White House aides insist that they 
didn’t instigate the filibuster. G am ’s of­ 
fice confirms that he spoke with the 
White House before the filibuster but 
also claims that the filibuster was his 
own idea. G am ’s talkathon effectively 
killed the bill. 
HARTKE’S FRIENDS: Amiable Sen 
Vance Hartke, D -Ind., doesn’t like to 
disappoint his friends. This may be the 
reason he struggles so stubbornly in the 
halls of Congress to defend Big Steel. 
On various occasions, Hartke has in­ 
troduced bills to protect the steel in­ 
dustry's interests by placing import 
quotas on imported steel. 
The steel people, in turn, have helped 
their friend, the senator. Campaign 
records show that the steel interests 
raised at least $6,300 for Hartke’s cam­ 
paign chest during the past two years. 
What shows up on the official records, 
however, may be only a small part of the 
story A confidential memo from the per­ 
sonal files of a former Chamber of Com­ 
merce official indicates that Big Steel’s 
donations to the Hartke coffers were 
much more substantial. 
The m em o, w ritten by fo rm er 
chamber official Gordon Weller, refers 
to a fall, 1971, meeting of public affairs 
specialists. Participants at the meeting 
criticized U.S. Steel lobbyist William 
Whyte because executives of his firm 
allegedly had made contributions to 
Hartke. Hartke’s prolabor voting record 
irritated the other chamber officials at 
the meeting. 
Whyte,* the memo states, “defended 
the practice of executives of his firm 
raising and donating $50,000 to Vance 
Hartke.’’ 
Another participant at the meeting, 
David Major, told our reporter Terri 
M endenhall th at he rem em b ered 
W hyte’s statem ent but thought the 
amount of money collected for Hartke 
was only about $1,000 
For over a week, Whyte refused to 
speak to us directly about the memo or 
about contributions of U.S. Steel ex­ 
ecutives to Hartke. When Whyte finally 
consented to take a look at the memo, he 
concluded that it referred to his role in 
organizing a 1969 fund-raising dinner for 
Hartke. 
“The facts in the memo with respect to 
the executives of U.S. Steel are seriously 
misleading,” Whyte told us through a 
subordinate “ As I recall, hundreds of 
friends of Senator Hartke attended the 
Hartke dinner — only a few of whom 
were U.S. Steel people.’’ 


PANAMA CITY - In 1968, Panama 
had another coup, bringing in its fifty- 
third chief executive in 65 years. 
General Omar Torrijos elected to name 
himself not “ President” — there is a 
President, Demetrio Lakas, a graduate 
of Texas Tech — but simply Chief of 
Government. They call him “ General,” 
and he has lasted, by 
P a n a m a n ia n s ta n ­ 
dards, a very long 
time. This, to be sure, 
he m ade easier by 
abolishing political 
parties, by courting 
the left assiduously 
w h i l e 
f o l l o w i n g 
pragm atic domestic 
policies, and by deal­ 
ing with real or fan­ 
cied opponents by the 
relatively genteel ex­ 
pedient of offering 
them trial at home 
(guaranteed 
convic­ 
tion plus jail) — or ex­ 
ile. Your neighbor 
m ay very well be 
someone who once disagreed with 
General Torrijos. 
He established an ideological identity 
with Americans early on after giving 
fulsome praise both to Salvador Allende 
and to Fidel Castro And as recently as 
early this year, he took his entire court 
to Havana for one of those extravagant 
bouts of sycophancy which Castro ap­ 
pears to need from time to time, like a 
diabetic's night out at Fanny Farm er’s. 
Torrijos went through the paces, but it 
should be said in general that he never 
sounded as extreme in praise of Castro 
as, say, Echeverria or Trudeau; and. in 
particular, there was a reassuring 
episode. He paused at one of Castro s 
caravanseries. on route somewhere, and 
a photographer, directed by Castro’s 


Canal? General Torrijos, in the small 
cramped quarters of his single level, low 
middle income style FHA house in 
Central Panama, leans back, and then 
with agitation tells you that the m atter 
of the Canal is for the Panamanians 
“ sentimental.” 
That is a word which in Spanish, I am 
informed, means more than it suggests. 
It implies patriotism, pride, dignity. 
Indeed, every day, everywhere, it is 
presented to visiting Americans as a 
m atter of national pride that the Canal 
should revert to Panama. A Panamanian 
cannot move north or south in his own 
country, under existing arrangements, 
without subjecting himself to the civil 


authority of Americans. 
This much said, it should be stressed 
that the pressures for the recovery of the 
Canal Zone, and for the appropriation of 
the Canal itself, are only one part pride. 
The talk is entirely open. If the Panam a­ 
nians managed it, the transit fees would 
rise, one, two, three times, aiming at a 
ceiling dictated only by commercial 
resistance. The narrowness of the 
isthmus is the principal natural resource 
of the country, they will tell you — 
reminding you that even back in the 
colonial period, what is now called 
Panama derived its principal income 
from portaging freight across the 50- 
mile stretch separating the oceans 


What more can you ask? — General 
Torrijos himself asks — than 20 years 
more of waiting? He repeats the figure, 
his dark, handsome humorless features 
suggesting a General Zapata graduated 
from the Woodrow Wilson School of 
Diplomacy. He suggests that there is no 
greater earnest of his moderation than 
his willingness to endure a 20-year tran­ 
sitional period until the year 2000. It is in­ 
delicate to ask what good is his word in 
such volatile political circumstances as 
beset most Latin American countries. 
But I give it as my own opinion that I 
believe him. In my judgment he is not 
merely trying to ambush American good 
nature. 


b ro t h e r , m a n e u v e r e d him for a 
photograph up against the wall of the liv­ 
ing room After the flashbulb went off. 
Torrijos looked up and saw that he had 
been framed against a huge painted red 
sickle, his own brawny profile supplying 
the hammer. He was very wroth, the 
report has it, demanding and then 
destroying the film. On such flotsam of 
good news do we reassure ourselves 
these days 
Is he himself a Communist, or sym­ 
pathetic to the Communist movement? 
His reply was the more reassuring for its 
obliquity. We make friends, he said, 
where we find them — “as you do.’’ And 
“the enemy of our enemy is our friend ' 
One doesn't know what Torrijos wants 
ultimately, but one knows unmistakably 
what he wants into the foreseeable 
future, and that is dominion over the 
Panama Canal. 
Isn’t it a fact that the operation of the 
Canal by the Americans (we have run it 
as a nonprofit enterprise» suggests the 
huge profits available to the Panama­ 
nian government should it take over the

An article with picture on the front 
page of the 9/17/76 Record states that 
the total number of residences in Lom­ 
poc now number 7948. said to be an in­ 
crease of more than 25 per cent. The 
previous total must then have been 6359 
and 25 per cent would be 1589 residences 
If those 1589 pay the same monthly rate 
as the rest of us. $3 15 monthly, $37 85 an­ 
nually; 1589 X $37 85 is $60.191 00 That 
figure is more than enough to hire not 
one, but two, extra crews, to result in 
two collections weekly within 4 days. 
Who does the city think it is fooling9 
300 gallon containers in the alley to be 
shared by four residences will result in 


1. A health hazard. Each one a stinking 
mess Who is responsible for keeping the 
container clean? And how is it to be 
cleaned? Dump it over and flush it out 
with a hose and let the filth wash on 
down the alley? 
2. Fire hazard. Of course our council in 
their infinite wisdom did not consult our 
Fire Dept. Each alley container will 
represent an obstacle course for the Fire 
Dept. 
3. Dirtier alleys because the street 
sweeper cannot lift the containers out of 
the way to do a thorough job of sweeping 
4. Normal wear and tear and van­ 
dalism Eventually the lids, if any, will 
break or go askew and permit cats, dogs 
and other animals to enter. 
5. 'Hie hornet population taking over 
the filthy containers and stinging the 
users, their children and passers-by 
6. Uncontrolled unequal use. There is 
no way to enforce equal sharing of con­ 
tainer use space by up to 4 users If one 
or more users fill the container with 
yard debris what do the other users do to 
dispose of regular garbage? 
7. Costly replacement. If the container 
is damaged who pays for it? The city 
owns the containers and will insist that 
residents use it. Will the city try to pro­ 
rate the replacement cost amoung the 
users? Try and see how far the city will 
get. So the city replaces the units for free 
and the public pays and pays at $90 a 
copy 
Let’s look at the 90 gallon, $55 wheel 
borne containers for residences not 
located on alleys: 
1. 90 gallon containers are large jobs, 
clumsy, somewhat top heavy and dif­ 
ficult for many people to handle Not all 
of us fall in the amazon category to wres­ 


tle these jobs. We have many women, 
aged, ill and crippled people involved 


2 Many residences have had their gar­ 
ages closed up and built them into family 
rooms Some residences do not have gar­ 
ages or outside storage space. Others, 
while they may have garages have no 
available space to store a cumbersome 
90 gallon container. No resident can be 
forced to house and protect such city 
property The city will issue an edict that 
each resident must use the containers if 
they are to obtain garbage service As a 
result of no available storage space the 
containers will sit out on the street 
Strike 27 for the Beautification Commit­ 
tee. 


3. How does the resident occupant keep 
the container clean9 


4 Who pays for containers smashed by 
vandals or carted off? Not the individual 
citizen. 


5 These 90 gallon jobs will also present 
health hazards as they deteriorate, and 
we will have cats, dogs and other 
animals including the hornets to contend 
with 


No m atter what our City Attorney 
claims concerning city legal respon­ 
sibility for injury or damage to or from 
containers, the fact remains that the 
container is city property and the city 
mandates their use. Therefore, the city 
is largely financially responsible for 
harm to the using individual or passers- 
by that become involved in any way with 
such containers A suit for damages will 
soon prove this point 


As usual, our city fathers jumped off 
the deep end for this project before con­ 
sidering what the results will be It is 
very doubtful if any of our pampered 
elite have taken the trouble to drive 
down the alleys behind any of our large 
grocery stores, and stopped to inspect 
the garbage containers. The stores all 
try to do a good job of cleaning up. but 
the smelly evidence is still there. Has 
any effort whatever been made to prove 
or disprove acceptable, economic use in 
other communities of comparable size 
and financial situation? 


At the next public meet ing on 
Garbage/Rubbish Collections, let’s all 
attend and dictate our wishes to the city 
council
